SOURCENET 


In cities where it is available, SOURCENET — our Own 
telecommunications network — is the easiest, fastest 
and most reliable way to dial up THE SOURCE. SOURCE. 
NET is being expanded into major metropolitan areas 
east of the Mississippi. 


TELENET, TYMNET 
& UNINET 


These are other networks whose lines are leased by 
THE SOURCE. They involve different sign-on procedures 
and, depending on how many people use them in your 
area, will vary in the quality of their performance. In 
some cities, more than one network is available. Others 
may be serviced only by one network. In each case, as 
with SOURCENET, the cost of using any of these net- 
works is included in your hourly usage fee for THE 


SOURCE. 


WATS 


For members accessing THE SOURCE from an area 
not covered by a telecommunications network, STC 
provides incoming WATS lines, at a surcharge of 25C 
per-minute of use. This will be billed to you on your 
monthly invoice for your hourly usage fees; generally, 
the cost will be less than your expense of dialing long: 
distance to the nearest area serviced by one of the 
other networks. Any member from any area may access 
THE SOURCE through WATS; what's more, WATS connec- 
tions are extremely reliable. 


Connection Problems — When using one of the tele- 
communication networks, you may occasionally be 
unable to sign-on, experience disconnects, line interfer- 
ence, or receive "error" messages from the network. 
These are caused by failures in the telecommunications 
network, and STC has no control over such occurrences. 
(You can find complete explanations for various error 
messages in your User's Manual.) In most cases, when 
this happens you should hang up and re-dial in 5 or 10 
minutes. 

In an effort to reduce sign-on problems, STC is con- 
stantly working to provide alternative ways to dial-up 
THE SOURCE, as with SOURCENET.
